SHOREWOOD, Wis. (NJP) 
—A hassle over the resched- 
uling of a football game 
which was to be played Fri- 
day night (Yom Kippur Eve), 
resulted in the chalking of 
swastikas on the sidewalks 
of Shorewood High School, 
apparently by disgruntled 
students. 

The game was to match 
Shorewood and Whitefish Bay 
High School teams, both in 
Milwaukee suburbs’ which 
have sizeable Jewish popula- 


tions. Because some players 
and students of both schools 
might have been forced to 
miss the game, Shorewood 
Superintendent of Schools 
Edward J. Zeiler moved up 
the date to Friday afternoon. 
He took action after re- 
quests by Jewish parents 
and following agreement 
with other school officials. 
One Protestant parent 
immediately took exception. 
He said that he opposed 
letting the holidays of ANY 


religion interfere with school 
plans. Under his direction, 
petitions were signed by sev- 
eral hundred persons to play 
the game as originally 
scheduled, 

Superintendent Zeiler or- 
dered the game changed once 
again, this time to Satur- 
day night, a date which was 
more acceptable to the peti- 
tioners but still not objection- 
able to Jewish parents. He 
shrugged off the swastika 
chalk marks as a prank,

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Governor, Foe for Grace in Schools, 
Blue Laws, They Tell Jewish Groups 


SOUTH ORANGE, N. 
(NJP) -—NEW JERSEY’S at 
gubernatorial candidates __ trod 
gingerly on the questions of 
mandatory Sunday business clos- 
ings and the saying of grace by 
school children, 

But both indicated support for 
the measures—despite the objec- 
tions of their audience. 

Democratic Gov. Robert B. 
Meyner and Republican State 
Sen. Malcolm §S, Forbes appearec 
on the same platform at Con- 
gregation B’nai Jeshurun here 
last week at a forum sponsored 
by the Greater Newark chapters 
of the American Jewish Con- 
gress—which has been strong in 
its opposition of Sunday closings 
and the saying of grace. 

THE GOVERNOR told the 
gathering that he sided with his 
attorney general, Grover C. Rich- 
man, who favors a change in the 
state law which would require 
the saying of grace before meals 
in school. 

Richman recently ruled that 
under the present state law a 
board of education in Edgewater 
Park, N. J., had no power to re- 
quire the saying of grace. He 
then drafted an amendment 
which has been introduced under 
bi-partisan sponsorship in the 
legislature. 

The governor supported Rich- 
man’s contention that the pres- 
ent statutes permit only a read- 
ing of the Lord’s Prayer and 
portions of the Old Testament 
without comment in the class- 
rooms. 

But when a questioner said 
that there is no version grace ac- 
ceptable to the three major 
faiths —- Judaism, Catholicism 
and Protestantism—Meyner re- 
plied that he favored a “non- 
controversial prayer for school 
children.” 

AS FOR A proposed bill which 
would require businesses to re- 
main closed on Sundays, Meyner 
noted that many enterprises, es- 
pecially at the New Jersey shore 
resort area, depend on Sundays

TEL AVIV (NJP)—One of the 
most talked-about of Israel’s 
younger artists today is William 
Weintraub, a 30-year-old Balti- 
more merchant marine officer 
and ex-Hagana fighter turned 
artist. who recently ended a 
record-breaking six-week one- 
man exhibition at ZOA House 
here. 

Critical Israeli art reviewers 
have written warmly about the 
show, Weintraub’s third in this 
country, and magazines are in- 
cluding picture stories about him. 


THE PUBLIC was equally en- 
thusiastic, buying up many of the 
50 works exhibited, including his 
gouache paintings and pen and 
ink and chalk drawings. All of 
them have been executed since 
18 months ago when he ex- 
changed the role of the last 
American in the Israel merchant 
navy for that of the only settler 
from the U. S. working as a full- 
time artist here. 

Though a number of distin- 
guished Israeli public figures 
visited the show, the artist’s 
greatest thrill was finding an 
odd fellow-Baltimorean among 
the large number of American 
tourists who came to view and 
buy his paintings. 


IN THE MAIN, the works on 
display depicted characteristic 
scenes and types taken from 
everyday life in the young state. 
Included also was a group of Is- 
rael landscapes. Some drawings 
from the Gaza Strip, which the 
ex-sailor visited soon after its 
occupation by the Israel army 
last winter, caused particular 
interest. 

His paintings show in practice 
his “earthy” attitude to art, his 
desire to get down on canvas the 
excitement of history in the 
making in Israel, with its result- 
ant rare wealth of material for 
the artist. But, according to the 
Baltimorean, the most prom- 
inent Israeli artists are not tak- 
ing advantage of this wealth of 
material. There is too much con- 
centration on old ideas with no 
real Israeli character, too many 
pretentious, abstract “puzzle- 
pictures” which shy away from 
the reality of life in the fast- 
developing state.

Frank Kaplan, B’nai_ B’rith

PITTSBURGH, PA. (NJP) —

EGYPT AUCTIONS 


EGYPTIAN SHIP: 
ISRAELI BOAT 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — Israel this week reportedly cap- 
tured an Egyptian freighter which sailed into its territorial 
waters, according to a communique from Athens, :

ZIONIST LORD RUSSELL: 





Israel Should Be 
In Commonwealth 


By AL ARONOWITZ 

NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—Lord 
Russell, identifying himself as 
a Zionist supporter, says that 
both Israel and Great Britain 
would have been better off if 
the Jewish state had become a 
member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. 





The English nobleman, grand- 
son of the first Lord yeaa 
who took part in the arrange- 
ments for the issuing of the first 
Balfour Declaration, offered this 
opinion in a Sept. 24 address 
here before the New Jersey Re- 
gion of the Zionist Organization 
of America. 

“I STILL BELIEVE that if 
things could have worked out 
so that Israel was a member of 
the British Commonwealth, it 
would have been better for both 
her and us,” he told the group. 

Lord Russell also told a re- 
porter for the Jewish News that 
he believes there has been no 
falling off of friendliness between 
the two nations, despite wide- 
spread reports to the contrary. 

He cited the tone of newspaper 
comment in Great Britain as 
proof of a continuing sympathy 
between his country and Israel. 

BUT THE NOBLEMAN re- 
fused comment on the decision 
by the Shell Oil Co. to withdraw 
from Israel—an action popularly 
interpreted as having been ap- 
proved, if not instigated, by the 
British government. 

The former Conservative whip 
in the House of Lords, Lord Rus- 
sell explained that the Lords 
have not been in session recently 
and no government official has 
commented on the Shell with- 
érawal. He said he consequently 
felt himself inadequately in- 
formed to comment. 

Although he resigned his po- 
sition as whip in protest against 
his government's evacuation of 
the Suez Canal, he added that 
it was a “question of decency” 
in being critical of one’s country 
while outside of it. 

He consequently steered away 
from direct attacks on the Bri- 
tish government in his speech, 
but implied certain criticisms. 
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ON ANOTHER TOPIC, he 
said that the organization of 
Nazism and anti-Semitism has 
been destroyed in Germany. 
However, the emotional forces 
out of which they grew have 
not been destroyed but are only 
lying dormant, waiting for the 
proper conditions, he said. 

“Germans are still looking 
for the voice of authority,” he 
remarked, warning that West 
Germany might still work a 
“deal” with East Germany or 
Russia. 

“It 1s only the general pros- 
perity there that has kept her 
from re-establishing her old pat- 
terns.” 

THE ZOA MEETING in addi- 
tion featured a film made in Is- 
rael by the nobleman and his 
wife, who also addressed the 
group, noting: 

“Women here seem to be less 
willing to work for Zionism than 
the women in England or in 
South Africa.” 

The reason, she ventured, was 
that American Jews might feel 
that activities on behalf of Israel 
might be misinterpreted as a 
lack of loyalty to America. 


FAROUK’S BOYS 
IN SHRINE? 
NEWARK, N. J. (NJP) — 
Lord Russell, here to ad- 
dress the New Jersey Re- 
gion of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America, was in 
a hotel lobby when a dele-

Assum- 
ing this is so, it would then ap- 
pear that Saud’s power is not as 
absolute as is believed and that 
there is likelihood of a coup 
d'etat in Saudi Arabia under the 
leadership of Saud’s half-brother 
Faisal, who has given vocal evi- 
dence of his sympathy for the 
present regime in Syria and 
who refuses to acknowledge any 
Russian influence in that state. 
However, ot‘.er observers be- 
lieve it is more likely that Saud 
both knew and approved of his 
delegate’s outburst at the United 
Nations. ;

Bake in a hot oven (400 degrees) 
25 to 30 minutes, or until a 
knife inserted in the center 
comes out clean. Cut into wedges 
for serving. May be garnished 
with pepper rings, hard cooked 
egg slices, or chopped parsley 
Serves six.

Israel Socialists for 
Middleman’ s Profit

” ath Se complaint has always been that Jews excelled 
as middlemen, but rarely participated in the production of the 
various commodities which go to make up the daily life of mod- 
ern civilization. One of the fundamentals of the Zionist move- 
ment was to bring about an economic restratification of the Jew- 


ish people, so that Jews would find their places on every level. 
: In this respect Israel has been enormously suc- 
' cessful, and American tourists never tire of ex- 
' claiming that Jews do everything: Jews raise 
the food, Jews run the railroads, Jews produce 
: the cement, Jews unload the ships, etc. 

IN THE GREAT EFFORT to “normalize” 
: Jewish life, however, the pendulum was swung 
too far, and today the weakest link in Israel’s 
®, economic chain is in distribution. Everywhere 
else we are masters of this economic function, 
as wholesalers, jobbers, agents, retailers — and 

Alpert the result is to ensure even, steady, efficient 
supplies of whatever is wanted whenever and wherever it is re- 
quired. In Israel distribution is an almost unknown skill. 

In the early days of extreme Utopian Socialism it was felt 
that the middleman and the wholesaler could be dispensed with 
entirely, and the producers could co-operatively market their own 
goods. Thus there came into existence, for example, Tnuvah, 
the marketing arm of the Histadrut in the field of agriculture. 
Not only dairy products, but the major food products of the 
kibbutzim are brought to the city by this agency.

BUT, BEHOLD, with the passage of time it was discovered 
that those who serve merely as conveyors of products, also have 
economie functions, and the Tnuvah became a middleman with 
many of the worst features of the wholesaler, but all done in 
the name of Socialism. There is nothing to it, they thought. One 
simply loads the trucks at the farms, and unloads them at the 
markets in the cities. 

The lack of planning has become steadily more evident year 
after year. For months at a time certain food products will be 
utterly absent from the markets; at other times the glut will be 
so bad that tons and tons of food will be taken out to the city 
dumps and destroyed—all the while that the government is paying 


ithe farmers subsidies to raise more food. 
This is one area in which Israel needs advice and help from 
capitalistic middlemen—and the sooner the better. 


ONE SUCH POSSIBILITY seems in the offing. A group of 
American merchants, horrified at the primitive methods of the 
typical Iswaeli grocery store, decided to introduce an American- 
siyle super-market. Self-service would help to reduce costs, but 
even more important would be the element of quantity purchas- 
ing and quantity merchandising; standardization of products; re- 
duction of prices to attract customers and increase quantity sales; 
purchase direet from the farf outlets, and other economies which 
have become commonplace in the United States. ‘ 

In other words, the American capitalists felt that at this 
stage the price to the consumer could be reduced by eliminating 
the middleman. But in Israel, since the major middleman for 
agricultural products is Tnuvah, the protests came thick and fast. 
One enterprising young kibbutz is prepared to go into partner- 
ship with the Americans to help set up the enterprise, but they 
were warned by the top authorities of the Histadrut that they 
would endanger their status. Threats were heard that any co- 
operative or collective farm which would sell as much as one 
egg or one head of lettuce to the new supermarket would be boy- 
cotted by Tnuvah, and would find its usual outlets closed to it. 
This threat is enough to deter kibbutz managers. 


AND SO WE GET the peculiar situation where the capitalists 
want to abolish the middleman’s profit, but the socialists want 
to maintain the middleman, because it is the Histadrut which is 
making the profits! Incidentally, since the discussion of the 
supermarkets broke into the Israel press, there has been revela- 
tion regarding the tremendous mark-up by Tnuvah. The farmers 
and the kibbutz members complain that they get a pittance from 
Tnuvah, compared to the prices at which the products are later 
offered for sale in the city markets. 

The fact remains that while industry and technology have 
progressed, while agriculture uses the latest methods, while social 
conditions generally are very advanced, distribution in Israel is 
far behind the times. If the proponents of the supermarket suc- 
ceed in breaking the Tnuvah monopoly, they will have done much 
to aid Israel's economy—by improving quality, reducing prices, 


and introducing planned system in marketing. More strength 
to them! 





Israel Exports 
Up; Import 
Gap Narrows 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — Israel's 
exports the first six months of 
1957 increased $18.8. million 
against a $15 million increase 
in imports since last year at the 
same time, marking the begin- 
ning of a trend toward narrow- 
ing the gap between sales and 
purchases. 


Imports during the period to- 
talled $200.5 million against $175.5 
million for the first half of 1956. 
Exports from January to June, 
1957, totalled $83.9 million as 
compared with $65 million in 
the same period in 1956. 


The ratio now between imports 
and exports is thus 2.4 to 1 as 
compared to 2.9 to 1 the preced- 
ing year. 


Marked increases in exports 
were made in industrial and 
agricultural products, especially 
Polished diamonds and citrus 
fruits. The bulk of imports were 
production and investment goods.

“Religious Controls and Dis- 
sensions.” There is no limit to 
the praise certain to be ac- 
corded the readers’ text and the 
remarkably comprehensive an- 
notation. For erudition and ap- 
plication there is no like today 
among Jewish historiographers. 


During the seven centuries de- 
picted the area of Jewish dis- 
persion was steadily growing. 
Fortunately there is much avail- 
able material concerning’ the 
social, governmental, and re- 
ligious infiuences that then af- 
fected Jewish life. At the same 
time Jewish culture developed 
immeasurably. 

For the first time, in Baron’s 
history, have all these factors 
been fully presented. Islam and 
the Eastern lands, the Church, 
the Crusades, economic changes, 
communal life and problems, re- 
ligious controversy and oppres- 
sion, the trend toward 
messianism, the Karaites and

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH PRESS 


THE PROBLEMS of Anglo-Jewish journalism are much 
more complex than those of the general press because of 
the financial instability of Jewish publications, the lack of 
maturity of the Jewish community, and the inherent evils 
of any press which is not considered vital and therefore not 
closely scrutinized. ; — } 

The bulk of the Anglo-Jewish publications are privately 
owned newspapers and magazines, whose primary motive, 
if not the overriding one, is the same as that of the daily 
press—to make a profit for the owner while rendering a 
public service. 

BUT THERE ARE VARIATIONS, which have grown 
up either because of the weakness of the Anglo-Jewish 
press in certain localities or because of its corruptness, or 
because of an effort to find a solution to the need for sup- 


port while maintaining independence. 


Among these variations are those like The Exponent 
of Philadelphia, or The Jewish News of Newark, N. J., which 
are wholly owned by the local Jewish community. Then 
there is the arrangement on our own Kentucky edition, 
which is subscribed to in toto by the entire Louisville Jew- 
ish community through its governing body, the Louisville 
Conference of Jewish Organizations. The Jewish News of 
Detroit, ably edited by Phil Slomovitz, was a variation of 
another kind. THe original finances were provided by a 
group of local leaders, and the community subscribed to 
the publication through the Federation. Mr. Slomovitz 
soon paid off the local leaders and the paper 1s wholly 


independent today. 


A new approac 
Cincinnati, which for years was the personal ventur 


Samuel Schmidt, a lovable Jewish leader. Recently it was 
turned over to a foundation, called the Jewish Heritage 
Foundation, which expanded its news coverage and de- 
veloped it into a larger publication. 

THIS APPROACH seemed to augur success—at least 
from an editorial standpoint. Advertising-wise, it was 
clear that the publication, because of the strong competi- 
tion from The American Israelite, also of Cincinnati, and 
the oldest Anglo-Jewish publication in America, would 
continue to suffer. ; 

This, however, is aside from the point. 

What we wish to comment on is a statement in last 
week's issue of Every Friday from Morris Weintraub, 
president of the Foundation, disavowing an editorial in the 
previous week’s publication criticizing the appearance of 
Abba Eban on Edwin R. Murrow’s “Person To Person” pro- 
gram on Friday night (NJP, Sept. 20). ; 

The editorial had been written by the paper's editor. 
The statement by Mr. Weintraub took an opposing position. 


He wrote: 4 
“THE HERITAGE FOUNDATION feels that the editorial 


was ill-timed and perhaps for the sake of unity, harmony 
prior ne State of cet itself should not have been published. 

“Let the record show that Americans of the Jewish faith 
—not ‘Jewish citizens’ still stand squarely behind the State 
of Israel, and the efforts of Jews everywhere—including those 
of Cincinnati Jews, Zionist groups and other organizations, 
who have given much of their time, effort and money to in- 


. security istence of Israel. 
wag to Abbe i. aoe pet to have been the unfor- 
tunate victim of an editorial discussion, we believe that nothing 
can or will be said or done which will lower him in the esteem 
of American or world Jewry.” ; 

The context of the problem is clear. The Foundation 
saw differently than its publisher. The publisher there- 
fore takes what seems to be a perfectly proper action of 
stating its own position. 

But in effect this is killing exactly what the Founda- 
tion sought—to maintain a free press. 

HEREAFTER, the editor, whoever he is, will always 
stop to consider what the views of the Foundation might 
be on certain subjects, and this is an implied limitation 
which deprives the arrangement of the faith necessary if 
there is to be a free press. ; ; 

On many publications, where there is a difference of 
views between the publisher and the editor, the publisher 
permits his editor full freedom—on the assumption that 
he has faith in the integrity of the editor or he would dis- 
miss him. As a result, there are chains of newspapers 
where on the same question the papers take directly op- 
posing views. On the best-run dailies, the editor’s wishes 
take precedence over those of the publisher. 

Time will prove that the only reliable press is that 
under private ownership. As good as is a publication like 
The Exponent, with top-notch newsmen to put it together, 
it suffers from community ownership and lacks either the 
personality or the fire which we commonly associate with 
good newspapers. 

THE PRESS of any community is vital to that com- 
munity’s welfare, and the press of the Jewish community 
is no exception. In fact, the Jewish press, because in many 
cases it is the only means of communication available, is 
more urgently needed than even the general press, which 
could be supplanted by the radio or TV or even the speak- 
ing platform. 

The Jewish community has not come to the point 
where it concedes this, and thus is responsible for many 
of the ills that affect the Jewish press. If the primary 
sources of income which are available to the daily press 
were also available to the Jewish press, such as good ad- 
vertising revenue and circulation income, then the Jewish 
press would not fall prey to some of the objectionable and 
even shady practices which sometimes it is pushed to in 
order to survive. 

WHEN THE JEWISH community recognizes the im- 

rtance of supporting its press, then that press will re- 
ect the improvement which any healthy pubjication rep- 


resents.

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SOME TIME AGO we set out on a pro- 
gram which hardly got underway of giving 
the American Jewish community profiles of 
some of its more prominent Jewish leaders, 
and at that time presented Ben Swig, of San 
Francisco, who, because of his Jewish activ- 
ities deserves to be better known by the rank 
and file of Jews of the United States. 

We recall that program, which we hope 
will be resumed shortly, because of a visit 
paid to us—to break the fast—by Mr. and 
Mrs. I. D. (Dick) Blumenthal, of Charlotte, 
N. C. His fame comes from the Wildacres 
Institute which were originated by him and 
Maurice Weinstein, also of Charlotte, and are 
held at Dick’s Mountain-top estate at Little 
Switzerland, in the mountains of western 
North Carolina. 

Dick has invigorated the Jewish life of 
a whole state, and when anyone wants some- 
thing done—a dinner for Brandeis University, 
a chair of Jewish studies at the University 
of North Carolina, a fund-raising drive of 
this or that organization whether the UJA or 
what, or even a mohel, they call on him. 


IF A MAN who has his iron in every 
Jewish fire can be said to have one or an- 
other special interest, for Dick it is the cir- 
cuit-riding rabbi. This is the only on-going 
program we know of, of a rabbi who is shared 
by Jewish communities scattered over a 100,- 
000 square miles and more. 

The project is sponsored by the North 
Carolina Association of Jewish Men, but Dick 
is the prime mover and although the in- 
dividual small scattered communities which 
Rabbi Gottesman and his specially built GMC 
bus serve provide the bulk of funds, Dick 
has put up quite a few pretty thousands 
when needed. This circuit-riding rabbi proj- 


ect will one day be adopted nationally, in the 
same way that B’nai B'rith has taken over 
the Wildacres Institutes and made them not 
only nation-wide, but already has taken the 
Institute idea overseas. 


LIKE EVERY IMPORTANT MAN, Dick 
is only part of the firm. The other half is 
Madeleine, his very charming wife. Madeleine 
is president of the North Carolina Associa- 
tion of Jewish Women. The first thing she 
asked for when she visited us to break the 
fast was a glass of water. It’s hardly unusual 
to see anyone fast around our house—our not 
yet 8-year-old son, Ben Zion, fasted this year 
for some reason, but since Madeleine isn’t 
Jewish that may make it odd. 

When she talks about a trip to Israel, 
she says between Passover and Shavuot would 
be a good time. Lake any woman, the be- 
hind-the-scenes work at Wildacres is her 
province, and a completely kosher cuisine for 
the Institutes is her department. 

So Dick Blumenthal should be one of the 
series of profiles when they resume, as also 
should be so many other Jewish leaders 
whose names we could rattle off, almost 
without stopping—Abraham Feinberg, Dewey 
Stone, Rudy Sonneborn, Adolph Keisler (can 
you guess what city he’s from?), Jacob Blau- 
stein, whom you may not know is the largest 
single stockholder in one of the largest cor- 
porations in the United States—Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, and who is a past pres- 
ident of the American Jewish Committee; 
Sam Bronfman, the whisky tycoon, who al- 
though he considers himself a Canadian, still 
figures prominently in United States Jewish 
life, and so on. 

We think you would greet this series as a

Kohelet—Remember Then 
the Days of Thy Youth

WE HAVE HERE the vain regret of a not 
so gentle cynic. There is 
the rustle of dry and with- 
ered leaves; a note of mel- 
ancholy and misspent youth, 
of nostalgic and poignant 
yearnings for things that 
might have been and were 
not, It does not have the 
bold resolution of Anacreon, 
the Greek poet of the 6th 

a Century, who, when being 
Rabbi Weinstein chided for his grey and 
thinning hair, replied: 





“Whether I grow old or no, 
By the effects I do not know 
But this I know without being told 
’Tis time to live, if I grow old.” 
Nor has it the wry, puckish, paradoxical 


whimsy of George Bernard Shaw’s: 
“Youth is something that only age can 
appreciate.” 


AND YET, Kohelet strikes a bold note in 
asking us to remember our Creator in the 
days of our youth and to be glad in it. For 
he spoke in a time and for a people that 
glorified age and the appurtenances of age, 
the silvery locks and the long, white beard. 
Survival was in itself a virtue and men were 
supposed to mellow with age like good port 
or brandy. 

A beardless person was held to be green 
and almost naked. In decisions rendered by 
a number of judges, the youngest were in- 
structed to give their opinion first for fear 
that if an elder jurist would rend his judg- 
ment, they would then defer to the wisdom 
of age. To sit with the elders in the gate 
was the high hope and great reward of the 
very best. 


PERHAPS THIS CHAPTER is Kohelet’s 
way of questioning that arteriosclerotic, hir- 
sute judgment. It was, like the Song of 
Songs and Ruth, a voice in behalf of passion- 
ate love and the warm pagan intuition of

love-sick youth which votes for the sovereignty 
of desire for whomever it may go out — the 
lover with the dewy locks or the Moabitish 
maid in the alien corn, 

This note of rebellion against the staid 
and sanctioned virtues of the pious vaca- 
tioners from the storms of passion was to 
be repeated now and then, and most especial- 
ly in our own time by Saul Tchernichowsky in 
“Before the Statue of Apollo”; by Zalman 
Schneour, in “Noah Pandre”; his peyoth and 
yarmelke, could successfully hide his goatish 
disposition. 

THUS FAR FOR KOHELET, who was 
weary of both wisdom and passion, but more 
of passion than of wisdom. But the keepers 
of the Torah tradition were not asleep.

They, therefore, preserved the verses but 
made them acceptable by placing after them 
this pious seal:

Perhaps, what Mr. Marcus was 
referring to were those Jewish 
leaders, those Jewish thinkers 
who have garbled terms, con- 
fused doctrines, compounded 
principles, abrogated beliefs and 
thereby have stolen Jewish 
minds. People with glib tongues 
who have sifted and adulterated 
our faith so that it still out- 
wardly resembleq Judaism, added 
a descriptive word and caused 
Jewish men and women to fol- 
low its ways thinking they are 
satisfying their responsibilities 
as Jews. 


As for the Christian 
churches, when they deviated 
from and split with the Catholic 
Church, they had the intelligence 
not to include the word Catholic 
in their names. They realized 
there could only be one Cathol- 
icism ang that they were not ac- 
cepting the Catholic principles 
and philosophy. Similarly, there 
is only one Judaism and those 
not accepting its principles and 
doctrine should be honest enough 
not to call something resembling 
Judaism, Judaism.

Middle East Remains Key Problem, 
But Reserved for Parleys in Lobby

UNITED NATIONS (NJP)— 
The Middle East—an item to 
which was apportioned only a 
fraction of debating time at this 
current 12th General Assembly 
session—has by no means “faded 
away” in importance from this 
international rostrum. 

ALMOST EVERY one of the 
major policy speeches made by 
representatives of the 82 mem- 
ber nations takes note of the 
shaky Middle East situation and 
recognizes the danger to peace 
embedded there. Particularly 
worthy of mention here were the 
speeches of Russia’s Andrel 
Gromyko and Secretary of State 
Dulles. 

In effect, their speeches added 
a new dimension to the peren- 
nial problem: in addition to the 
overall “Palestine question” 
which embraces _ boundaries, 
armistice agreements, truce 
supervision, etc., there Is now 
within it the concentric circle of 
the “Middle East problem” which, 


though greater ingeographical 
scope, is really nothing more 
than the extension of the East- 
West power struggle into yet 
another area. 


It is, in effect, narrower than 
the Palestine question Issue, for 





here there are only two main 
protagonists: the United States 
and the Soviet Union 


It seems, therefore, that the 


minimal time allotted on paper 
for Middle East discussions will 
be adhered to in open meetings. 
It is more likely that airing of 
these issues will take place in 
the hallways, lounges and around 
cocktail tables of the United Na- 
tions. 

On the agenda for formal dis- 
cussion are two financial mat- 
ters: the cost of UNEF, at which 
time the organization, deploy- 
ment and operation of this United 
Nations Middle East force will 
be gone into; and new contribu- 
tions (the United Nations con- 
siders these extra-budgetary) 
toward UNRWA_ which now 
cares for some 900,000 Arab 
refugees scattered throughout 
Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and the 
Gaza Strip. 

IN CONNECTION with the 
latter agency, an interesting ses- 
sion took place at United Na- 
tions headquarters last week. A 
pledging conference, similat to 
UJA_ card-calling conferences, 
was initiated. The result, how- 
ever—perhaps because the only 
“personality” present was beau- 
tiful Irene Dunne—a member of 
the U. S. delegation—was dis- 
appointing. 

Despite the warning of the 
Agency Director, Henry R. La- 
bouisse, that the serious finan- 
cial situation of his agency is 
“a cause of alarm,” only 
$28,734,000 was pledged by only 





32 nations, against appeals for 
$47,000,000. The United States 
alone pledged some $21,500,000. 


Helpful Arab Hints 
Offered On Zionism 
While no one took his pro- 
posal seriously, a suggestion for 
another agency was made here 
last week. Ahmad Shukairy, a 
Palestinian Arab who last year 
represented Syria and now 
speaks for Saudi Arabia, sug- 
gested that the United Nations 
help rehabilitate Jews from Is- 
rael back to life in-their former 
homes, This is how he put it: 
“Here is the chance for the 
Unitegq Nations to help the Jew- 
ish masses in Israel to join their 
families in their countries of 
origin. Here is the challenge for 
Jewish organizations to assist in 
this great human task. It is only 
the tyranny of Israel which is 
keeping these people in this con- 
centration camp calleq Israel,” 
Shukairy also vehemently at- 
tacked the Zionist movement, 
calling for it to be “outlawed 
anywhere and everywhere, It {is 
an unlawful movement destroy- 
ing friendly relations among na- 
tions, It is forging an alien al- 
legiance in betrayal of allegiance 
to the sacred concept of home.” 
Some of Mr. Shukairy’s listeners 
must have wondered just what 
he meant by the word “allegi- 
ance” when applied to himself.
